An automobile accident 
Friday evening, Feb. 3, claimed 
the life of two Coffee County 
residents and injured 
another. 

According to infor- 
mation released by the 
Alabama Department 
of Safety's Highway 
Patrol Division, at 
approximately 11:10 
p.m. last.

Fatally injured in the accident 
were Jeremy Paul Jackson, age 
20, of Enterprise, Ala., and 
Amber LeeAnn Ogburn, age 18, 
of Elba, Ala, 

Jackson and Ogburn: were 


passengers in a 2003 Chevrolet 


truck driven by-Andrew Jason 
Senn, age 32, of Jack. Senn was 
injured and transported from the 
scene to Elba General Hospital 
by Coffee County EMS. 


Reports indicate the vehicle 
struck a tree after leaving the 
roadway. 

Senn was arrested by state 
troopers earlier this week and 
charged ia 
with two /y 
counts. of 
murder.

Govermor Bob Riley was at 
New. Brockton High School 
Tuesday afternoon. It: was 
another stop on’ his tour of 
selected schools around 
Alabama as he promotes his 
education .budget plan which 
includes $500 million ‘to 
school. systems for repairs, 
renovation and construction of 
school buildings. 

While in New Brockton the 
governor toured the vo-ag 
building, one of the oldest con- 
tinuous used school buildings 
in the state. He also toured the 
school cafeteria, which is so 
small students must ‘eat in 
shifts in an extended time peri- 
od. 

Under Riley's plan there: will 
be $3 million of construction 
funds in the three Coffee 
County. School. systems, 
$800,000 for, the Coffee 
County system alone. 

The governor noted that the 
rural. school ‘systems of 
Alabama could leverage. this 
money and get far.more “bang 
for the buck” than a big city 
school system would get by 
contracting out major projects. 
He cited the remodeling work 
in the school library as an 
example of rural systems 
leveraging funds and getting 
vital work at reasonable prices. 

He added that whatever hap- 
pened with the’ education 
budget this year, higher educa- 
tion would get their part, AEA 
would get it’s part while K-12 
would get litthe or nothing 
unless someone stands up for 
them. 

According to the governor, 
the “rainy day fund” within the 
education budget already has a 
quarter of a billion dollars and 
never in the. history of 
Alabama has there been a need 
for more reserve funding that 


that amount. nor 
The. governor said that for 
Alabama to grow, the state 
needs a world class education. 
program.

A Taste of Freedom 


On Sunday, February 27, 1855, with snow crack- 

* ling. underfoot, the long funeral procession 
wound its way slowly through the Russian capital 
of St.Petersburg. At the head of the procession 
was a coffin containing the body of the recently 
deceased Tsar, Nicholas |, It was being taken from 
the ornate Winter Palace to the cathedral inside 
the gates of the Peter and Paul Fort. 

Immediately behind the coffin walked the 
deceased Tsar's eldest son, thirty-six. year old 
Alexander Romanov who now ruled Russia. as 

The nation over which 
Alexander assumed. absolute control. was one 
that progress had failed to visit on her journey 
across Europe. Although sixty times larger than 
the British Isles, Russia had only ten per cent as 
many miles of rail lines as Great Britain, its infant 
mortality rate was twice that found in England, 
and its agricultural production per farmer, was 
one third that of British farmers. 

Nor was the Russian population an educat- 
ed one, Eighty per cent of its people were illiter 
ate peasants, half of whom were serfs owned by 
Russian nobles. Even though many serf families

At a news conference at the 
State Capitol Tuesday morning, 
Governor Bob Riley and 
Attorney General Troy King 
announced proposed legislation 
designed to take the profit out of 
illegal gambling, to close the 
legal loopholes that allow gam- 
bling facilities to operate a 
sweepstakes, to end electronic 
bingo, and to comprehensively 
overhaul and tighten constitu- 
tional provisions regarding lot- 
teries and bingo in Alabama. 

“We're asking the Legislature 
to close the loopholes, end the 
shams and stop illegal gambling 
in Alabama once and for all,” 
Governor Riley said. “Our pro- 
posals are comprehensive, ‘iron- 
clad and put teeth in our gam- 
bling laws.” 

“We are here today because 
we have a_ problem: jn 
Alabama—a problem with gam 
bling,” said Attorney Gener 
King. “Gambling is express 
prohibited by our Constitution 
and every time its expansion has 
been brought before all the vot- 
ers of Alabama, they have over- 
whelmingly rejected it, As tech- 
nology has made our lives easier 
and better in. many respects, in 
the area of gambling it has out- 
paced our laws and opened 
loopholes that allow activities 
that look like illegal casino style 
gambling, that sound like illegal 
casino style gambling, but that 
can be carefully crafted and 
manipulated to fit into loopholes 
under current law.” 

The Civil Recovery bill fur; 
ther provides potential awards to 
whistleblowers of up to 15 per- 
cent of the penalties imposed. 

Governor Riley and Attorney 
General King also ‘propose a 


comprehensive set of amend- ~ 
“ments to Section 65 of the 


Constitution of Alabama, which 
currently prohibits lotteries and 
would be expanded to include 
any other games of chance. 


The new amendment further. 
places some restrictions on 


already existing amendments 
that authorize bingo in certain 
counties, limiting these opera- 


‘tions to only religious, charita- 


ble, educational, fraternal, or 
benevolent: nonprofit organiza- 
tions which~ qualify as an 
exempt organization under 
Section 501 (¢) Of’ the Internal 
Revenue Code, and shall be 
operated exclusively for. reli- 
gious, charitable, educational, 
fraternal, or, benevolent purpos- 
¢s, It bans the use of electronic 
devices in playing bingo: under 
existing local amendments, lim- 
iting the games that are author- 
ized to traditional paper bingo: 
Any future amendments to 
authorize’ any gambling © in 
would require a 
statewide vote and not just a 
local vote by ° the coupty 
involved. 

“The Governor and I are.com- 
mitted to passing and supporting 
these bills and to putting teeth in 
our gambling “laws,” | said 
Attorney General King. “These 
bills” provide ‘comprehensive, 
swift, and ‘long overdue reform. 
We encourage all Alabamiang to 
call or write their state legisla- 
tive delegation and ask them to 
support these ‘bills and do all 
they can to ensure their pas- 
sage.”

Suggestions for putting tax refunds to work 


Tens of millions of dollars in 
tax refunds go unclaimed each 
year. It is a massive chunk of 
money that could be used to pay 
off debt or invest in the future. 

fact, more than 84,000 tax- 
payers did not receive their tax 
refunds’ from 2004,\ ‘which 
totaled about $73 million, The 
average refund. was $871 per 
taxpayer. 

Mike Sullivan, director of 
education for. Take. Charge 
America, a non-profit’ credit 
counseling company, says: you 
can’t put your money to work if 
you don’t claim it. 

“It’s easy to lose your finan- 
cial footing and it’s hard to get it 
back, especially if you live pay- 
check to paycheck,” said 
Sullivan. “Whether your refund 
is large. or small, paying down 
debt or stashing away savings 
can help you’ become more 
financially secure.” 

You can track your tax retum 
at www.irs.gov. Click on the 
“Where's my refund?” link on 
the left side.of the screen. Haye 
a copy of your return on hand. 
You will need to provide your 
social security number (or IRS 
Individual Taxpayer 
Identification Number), filing 
status and the refund amount. 
Often times, getting your refund 
is.as simple as updating your 
mailing address. 

Sullivan: has: suggestions for 
using this year's tax refund to 
ensure financial security for 
next year:

Sheriff’ Thomas said the 
Alabama Department of 
Forensic Sciences had notified 
his office that the semen taken 
from: the vaginal swabs from 
Reeves matched the DNA: pro- 
file of Mason Alex Sims, born 
Feb, 14, 1947, of the Coosada 
community in Elmore County, 
Ala. 

The 74-year-old woman. was 
brutally murdered Aug. 14, 
1993 in her home, a hundred 
yards off Highway: 87, in the 
Springhill Community between 
Elba and Troy.
